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When  the  scope  of  the  tragedy  became  clear,  President 
Nemerowicz  decided  to  meet  with  as  many  students  and 
employees  as  possible  to  answer  questions,  to  allay  fears, 
and  to  give  the  community  a chance  to  voice  its  confu- 
sion, grief,  and  uncertainties.  There  was  particular  con- 
cern for  international  students — the  College  received 
numerous  calls  from  concerned  parents  all  over  the  world. 

The  President  called  an  extraordinary  meeting  of  the  entire 
campus,  sending  out  notices  to  everyone  by  E-mail,  for  a 
noontime  gathering  in  the  student  dining  hall.  The  meeting 
began  with  a moment  of  silence  and  reflection  as  the  300 
persons  who  had  come  together  confronted  the  sadness,  loss, 
and  sympathy  we  all  felt.  President  Nemerowicz  confirmed 
the  latest  news  available  and  emphasized  the  importance  of 
supporting  one  another  through  the  period  of  fear  and  uncer- 
tainty, assuring  all  that  the  PMC  community  was  there  for 
them.  She  made  special  note  of  the  need  to  resist  a condem- 
nation of  a whole  group  of  people  for  the  acts  of  a few  and  for 
tolerance  of  the  range  of  emotion  that  we  were  likely  to  feel 
and  witness  as  this  experience  unfolded.  The  President 
reached  out  for  our  love  for  one  another  to  sustain  us. 


My  husband  traveled  every  day  under 
the  WTC  on  the  Path  Train,  but  he 
went  through  early  on  the  morning  of 
the  11th.  Our  children's  school  cafeteria 
has  a terrific  view  of  Manhattan  from 
which  we  all  watched  unbelieving  as 
the  towers  collapsed.  The  good  news 
is  that  of  1,200  children  in  the  school, 
no  parents  were  lost.  Many  friends 
had  amazing  good  luck  too. ..missed 
trains,  doctors'  appointments,  early- 
morning  parent  meetings,  etc.,  on 
that  morning.  And  we  have  heard  of 
other  friends  who  escaped  on  those 
stairs.  Our  town  was  lucky,  too,  even 
though  it  is  a commuter  town.  Now 
we  go  to  the  few  funerals  to  be 
supportive.  We  go  to  help  at  a soup 
kitchen  in  Chelsea  that  is  helping  the 
more  than  6,000  low-income  workers 
the  Towers  left  without  employment. 
Our  church  is  in  touch  with  Ground 
Zero,  so  we  are  able  to  help  fill  some 
specific  needs  of  the  cleanup  crews. 
We  feel  lucky  to  be  able  to  do  some- 
thing, however  small.

Immediately  after  the  President's  talk,  the  Counseling  staff 
moved  into  action  quickly  to  serve  the  students,  setting  up 
special  locations  around  campus,  including  the  Presidents' 
Dining  Room  and  the  Meditation  Room,  so  that  students 
could  drop  in  and  talk.  Counselors  worked  with  the  entire 
Student  Life  staff  to  answer  questions,  to  calm  fears,  and 
simply  to  listen.  In  the  days  and  weeks  that  followed  more 
than  seventy  students  and  many  employees  sought  out 
counselors  for  further  assistance. 

The  Campus  Center  TV  lounge,  which  was  staffed  round 
the  clock,  became  a focal  point  for  students  to  gather  and 
watch  the  coverage. 

Unlike  many  other  campuses,  the  decision  at  PMC  was  to 
keep  classes  running  as  usual.  Faculty  members  incorporated 
discussion  of  the  events  into  their  classes,  often  approaching 
them  m light  of  their  own  disciplines: 


• Adjunct  Music  Lecturer  Mary  Epstein  discussed  the 
impact  of  the  attack  on  international  travel  and  on  the 
international  community  with  her  classes,  in  light  of  the 
fact  that  she  had  been  stranded  in  Amsterdam  for  three  days 
because  of  the  closure  of  all  airports  in  the  United  States. 
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• Biology  Professors  Elizabeth  Gardner  and  Michelle  Talbot 

discussed  the  impact  of  the  disaster  in  their  Environmental 
Problems  course  in  terms  of  pollution,  recycling,  the  over- 
all impact  on  the  environment,  and  whether/how  to 
rebuild.  In  the  Microbiology  and  Human  Infectious 
Diseases  course  and  in  the  Biology  of  HIV/AIDS  course, 
discussions  centered  on  biological  and  chemical  warfare, 
the  virulence  of  micro-organisms  and  their  ability  to 
survive  outside  the  body  as  "weapomzed  agents."  In  the 
course  Murder  She  Wrote — Using  Technology  to  Solve 
Crime,  students  discussed  the  events  from  an  investigative 
point  of  view:  Who  were  the  perpetrators?. ..How  should  the 
investigation  proceed?. ..What  parameters  should  be  set  up? 

On  Thursday,  October  25,  Professor  Talbot  also  did  a 
presentation  for  faculty  and  staff  on  bioterrorism,  focusing 
on  anthrax  and  smallpox,  the  dangers  that  they  pose,  and 
commonsense  precautions. 

• Assistant  Communications  Professor  Marilyn  Pennel 

explored  media  coverage  with  her  classes,  analyzing 
emphases,  stories  covered,  visuals  used,  and  the  technology 
that  allowed  for  instantaneous  worldwide  coverage. 

• Communications  Lecturer  Peter  T.  Woloschuk  examined 
the  tragedy  and  its  aftermath  from  the  perspective  of  public 
relations.  A discussion  was  held  on  the  timing  and  location 
of  the  attacks  and  their  media  impact  and  analysis  of 
governmental,  military,  emergency  agencies,  and  even 
media  usage  of  PR  was  also  undertaken. 

• Philosophy  Professor  Stephen  G.  Thompson  held 
discussions  with  his  classes  examining  the  moral  and 
ethical  implications  of  international  terrorism  and  the 
indiscriminate  destruction  of  innocent  life. 


• Several  international  students  who  returned  to  their  home 
countries  for  the  semester  worked  as  distance  learners  via 
the  Internet  with  a number  of  faculty  members — including 

Shari  Laprise,  Marilyn  D.  Pennel,  Robert  E.  Shea,  Jr., 
William  B.  Vogele,  and  Joan  R.  Weinstein. 


In  the  hours,  days  and  weeks 
following  the  disaster... 

Director  of  Campus  Security  R.  Michael  Mangum  worked 
closely  with  the  President's  Office,  the  Campus  Safety 
Committee,  the  Crisis  Management  Team,  the  Student 
Life  Office,  and  various  local,  regional,  and  federal  public 
safety  agencies  to  review  PMC's  plans  for  dealing  with 
suspicious  mail,  bomb  threats,  loss  of  power,  loss  of 
heat,  fires,  contamination,  medical  emergencies,  the  need 
to  temporarily  relocate  food  services,  and/or  disturbances 
or  violent  acts. 

Practice  evacuation  drills  of  each  building  on  campus 
were  conducted,  and  the  FBI's  circular  on  dealing  with 
suspicious  mail  was  given  to  every  member  of  the  PMC 
community. 

In  response  to  a national  call  for  reflection  on  Friday, 
September  14,  an  ecumenical  prayer  service  was  held  at  which 
Christian,  Hindu,  Islamic,  and  Jewish  prayers  were  read. 

Later  that  evening,  under  the  leadership  of  Honor  Maxfield 
'04,  approximately  40  students  gathered  for  a solemn 
procession  around  the  campus  and  its  various  residence 
halls  and  concluded  with  a candlelight  vigil  by  the  flagpole 
in  front  of  the  Campus  Center.  They  prayed,  honored  the 
victims  of  9/11  with  a period  of  silence,  and  then  sang  a 
number  of  patriotic  and  spirituals  songs,  including 
"Amazing  Grace",  "This  Little  Light  of  Mine",  "America 
the  Beautiful",  and,  at  the  end,  the  "Star  Spangled  Banner". 

On  Sunday  evening,  September  23,  at  8 pm,  members  of  the 
PMC  community,  joined  with  thousands  of  other  in 
"Ribbons  of  Light,  Ribbons  of  Unity"  and  stood  along 
Commonwealth  Avenue  with  lighted  candles  as  a sign  of 
solidarity  and  to  exhibit  American  pride  and  unity. 

On  Tuesday,  September  25,  members  of  the  student  body 
began  working  with  the  American  Red  Cross  to  line  up 
potential  blood  donors. 


On  Tuesday,  October  16,  members  of  the  Community 
Service  Committee,  in  conjunction  with  their  advisors, 

Assistant  Sociology  Professor  Robert  E.  Shea,  and 
Philosophy  Professor  Stephen  G.  Thompson,  began  selling 
America  the  Beautiful  bumper  stickers  to  raise  funds  for 
the  9/1 1 relief  efforts.

ine  Manor  College  students 

and  staff  provided  community 
service  to  raise  funds  for  the  American 
Red  Cross  of  Massachusetts  on 
Veteran's  Day.  Two  months  to  the 
day  after  the  September  11  tragedy, 
PMC  students  and  employees  helped 
raise  funds  to  assist  families  in 
Massachusetts  who  were  affected  by 
our  nation's  tragedy.  Rosemary  Casey, 
Assistant  Director  of  Institutional 
Technology  at  PMC,  initiated  the  vol- 
unteer efforts  to  hold  a community 
benefit  at  the  Crowne  Plaza  in  Natick 
that  included  live  music;  a DJ;  comedy; 
magic;  great  raffle  prizes,  and  wonderful 
food,  all  donated  by  local  entertainers, 
companies  and  restaurants. 

According  to  the  American  Red  Cross, 
there  were  more  than  400  families  in 
the  Bay  State  who  were  affected  and  in 
need  of  supportive  assistance  and, 
being  from  Massachusetts,  would  not 
qualify  for  the  NYC  aid.  Casey,  like 
many  in  our  country,  said  she  "just 
wanted  to  do  something  to  help  in 
some  way  and  bring  the  community 
together  as  a way  of  healing."  A lot  of 
work  went  into  quickly  planning  and 
executing  the  fundraiser,  which  Casey 
pulled  off  in  only  a few  weeks.  Pine 
Manor  students  who  serve  on  the 
Community  Service  Committee 
volunteered  to  help,  as  did  staff,  faculty 
and  PMC's  food  service  company, 
Aramark.  Successful  in  raising  almost 
$5,000,  the  event  was  attended  by 
approximately  350  persons,  including 
Liz  McGann,  Registrar;  President 
Gloria  Nemerowicz  and  family; 
Rhonda  Seidman,  Director  of  ELI; 
Karen  Andersen  Viola,  formerly  of 
Development;  and  PMC  Students:

Manor  College  who  supported  the 
event  by  making  a contribution 
included  Sid  Abdullah,  Professor  of 
Economics;  Susan  Butler,  Assistant 
Professor  of  Photography,-  and  Gail 
Young,  Director  Major  Gifts. 

The  Pine  Manor  students  were  very 
helpful  at  the  event,  says  Casey,  by 
decorating  the  room  with  red,  white, 
and  blue  balloons;  helping  with  traffic 
flow  at  the  door;  passing  out  glow 
sticks  to  the  children  (and  some 
adults)  who  attended;  providing  face 
painting;  helping  with  the  food 
organization  and  overall  contributing 
a wonderful  spirit  of  giving!  The 
students  were  even  seen  out  on  the 
dance  floor  at  the  end  of  the  night! 
In  addition  to  organizing  the  event, 
Casey  also  played  tenor  saxophone  for 
the  Tangomatics,  one  of  the  three 
bands  that  performed  that  evening. 
Other  entertainment  for  the  evening 
included:  The  Fatwall  Jack  Band; 
The  Screaming  Vincent's;  Comedian 
Jimmy  Tingle;  Magician  Frankie  D.; 
and  DJ  Mike  Maher.  The  Crowne 
Plaza  donated  the  ballroom  and  appe- 
tizers while  many  local  restaurants 
donated  food,  including:  Ken's  Steak 
House;  Equinox  Grill;  Dah  Mee;  the 
Villa  Restaurant;  Bertucci's;  Pizza  Uno, 
and  Pine  Manor  College's  Aramark.

On  Monday  evening,  November  19, 
the  Diversity  Committee  sponsored 
a talk  by  Dr.  Chandrokant  Panse,  hus- 
band of  PMC's  Assistant  Professor  of 
Biology  and  Chemistry  Ujwala  Panse, 
and  Professor  of  Immunology  and 
Biochemistry  at  Boston  University 
and  Professor  of  Biotechnology  at 
Mass  Bay  Community  College,  on 
"International  Terrorism  and  the  Role 
of  US  Media."  The  presentation  began 
with  an  overview  of  international 
terrorism  over  the  past  century.  It  then 
examined  the  "clash  of  civilizations" 
as  the  cause  of  this  terrorism.  Finally, 
it  focused  on  errors  of  commission  and 
omission  in  the  coverage  of  terrorism 
made  by  media,  concluding  with  a dis- 
cussion of  the  role  that  media  must 
play  for  a democracy  to  function. 


At  the  beginning  of  the  new  year  a 
new  organizational  structure  was 
formed  to  address  the  needs  of  the 
international  students,  partially  as  a 
response  to  the  impact  of  9/11  on  the 
international  student  body.  The 
team  consists  of  Tam  mis  Boam, 
International  $tudent  Advisor  for  non- 
academic  matters,  including  visas  and 
student  permits;  Gorkem  Kantor, 
International  $tudent  Activities 
Coordinator;  and  Andrea  Roderick, 
International  $tudent  Recruiter.  An 
International  $tudent  Advisory  Group 
was  also  created  that  will  report  to 
Dean  of  $tudent  Life  Denise  Alleyne.

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An  Intimate 
Look  at 
Race  and 
Friendship 

For  the  first  time  in  its  distinguished 
94-year  history,  the  prestigious 
Ford  Hall  Forum,  the  nation's  oldest 
free  public  lecture  series,  sponsored 
a presentation  away  from  down- 
town Boston  and  its  favorite  venues 
of  the  Old  South  Meeting  House 
and  Blackmun  Auditorium,  and, 
in  collaboration  with  Pine  Manor 
College,  drew  one  of  its  largest 
audiences  in  recent  memory  to  the 
College's  Chestnut  Hill  campus. 


On  November  6,  more  than  300  people 
gathered  in  Ellsworth  Auditorium  for 
a presentation  by  two  longtime  friends 
and  colleagues  at  Mount  Holyoke 
College:  Rev.  Dr.  Andrea  Ayvazian, 
dean  of  religious  life,  minister,  and  expert 
on  interethnic  and  interracial  relations 
and  racial  identity  development,  and 
Dr.  Beverly  Daniel  Tatum,  dean  of  the 
college,  professor,  psychologist,  and 
author  of  Why  Are  All  the  Black  Kids 
Sitting  Together  in  the  Cafeteria 1 

The  two  presenters  discussed  their 
experience  and  insights  on  the  impact  of 
race  and  gender,  racism,  sexism,  and 
other  "isms,"  on  developing  and  main- 
taining friendships  across  racial  divides, 
and  on  the  need  for  persistent,  ongoing 
work  in  the  area  of  race  relations.  They 
emphasized  the  need  for  sensitivity  and 
understanding  in  all  interpersonal  rela- 
tions, particularly  those  with  the  added 
dimensions  of  race,  ethnicity,  and  religion. 
They  also  shared  anecdotal  information 
on  their  own  longstanding  friendship, 
with  its  joys  and  frustrations. 

A question  and  answer  period  followed 
with  the  audience  of  Ford  Hall  Forum 
members,  PMC  faculty  and  students,  and 
students  horn  Boston  College,  Wellesley 


College,  Mt.  Holyoke  College,  and  the 
Belmont  Hill  School. 

Dr.  Ayvazian  spoke  of  the  work 
that  she  is  doing  at  Mount  Holyoke 
in  the  areas  of  interconfessional  and 
interracial  dialogue,  indicating  that 
she  has  found  structured  settings  to 
be  the  best  forum  for  fostering 
initial  conversations  and  deeper  dialogue. 
"Students  can  live  in  the  same  dorm 
and  even  next  door  to  one  another,  yet

never  really  communicate.  They  may 
have  questions,  they  may  have  inter- 
est, but  they  aren't  always  sure  how  to 
begin,"  she  pointed  out. 

Ayvazian  also  talked  about  the 
need  to  be  sensitive  to  the  partner  in 
dialogue  and  to  be  willing  to  give 
personal  space  and  time.  In  discussing 
interracial  dialogue  and  friendship, 
she  went  on  to  say,  "Racism  is  the 
most  pernicious  and  deep-rooted 
problem  confronting  us  today.  It  needs 
to  be  faced  and  worked  on  all  the  time. 
There  is  no  place  for  guilt  or  recrimi- 
nations, but  there  is  a real  need  for 
honest  effort  and  genuiness." 

Dr.  Tatum  discussed  interracial 
dialogue  and  friendship  from  a black 
perspective  and  touched  on  problems 
welling  up  from  centuries  of  exploita- 
tion. In  talking  about  her  son,  she 
related  an  incident  that  occurred  when 
he  was  in  grammar  school.  "I  went  to  a 
meeting  with  the  teacher  and  expected 
to  hear  how  well  he  was  doing,"  she 
related,  "yet  she  spent  the  entire  time 
talking  about  the  strange  way  that  he 
held  his  pencil.  My  immediate  reac- 
tion was  that  this  was  caused  by 
stereotyping  and  racism,  but  I went 


ahead  and  had  my  son  tested  and  found 
that  there  was  a muscular  problem. 
The  teacher  was  right." 

"In  order  to  he  comfortable  in  dia- 
logue, blacks  need  to  understand  their 
own  history  and  achievements  and  not 
fall  victim  to  stereotyping  either  by 
other  blacks  or  by  whites,"  Dr.  Tatum 
stressed.  "In  reaching  out,  blacks  have 
to  be  aware  of  the  fact  that  they  may 
or  may  not  be  exposing  themselves  to

prejudice  and  stereotyping,  but  they 
have  to  keep  on  making  the  effort." 

Both  speakers  also  discussed  the 
inherent  advantages  that  being  white  in 
U.S.  society  confers,  including  higher 
levels  of  expectation  for  performance, 
the  ability  to  more  easily  retreat  into 
anonymity,  and  the  virtual  freedom 
from  being  profiled.  They  also  stressed 
that  these  advantages  were  usually  not 
sought  after  but  nevertheless  were  there 
and  were  most  often  taken  for  granted. 

They  concluded  on  a positive  note, 
saying  that  ongoing  dialogue  and  efforts 
to  bridge  the  racial  divide  were  more 
important  now  than  ever  before  and 
should  be  fostered  and  encouraged. 

The  Ford  Hall  Forum  was  founded  in 
1908  as  a non-profit  educational  organi- 
zation dedicated  to  promoting  and  facil- 
itating public  involvement  in  the  open 
exchange  of  ideas  of  public  interest 
through  the  presentation  of  free  lecture 
programs  that  actively  engage  diverse 
audiences  in  discussion  and  debate. 

The  evening  came  about  through  an 
eight-month  planning  process  that 
involved  President  Nemerowicz  and  Tom 
Fornicola,  director  of  Ford  Hall  Forum, 
and  a PMC  faculty  and  staff  committee.

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of  our  past  children  who,  since  venturing  forth  to  their 
next  school  experiences,  have  a new  appreciation  of  the 
program  quality  that  their  child  experienced  while  at  the 
Child  Study  Center.  Families  often  return  to  visit,  and 
past  children  enjoy  coming  to  school  to  "help"  during 
school  vacations.

children  and  then  have  volunteered  time  helping  in  the 
classrooms  during  school  vacations  while  in  high  school. 
Both  have  also  been  employees  in  our  annual  summer 
camp  program. 

This  year  the  Child  Study  Center  has  initiated  the  process 
of  working  toward  accreditation  by  the  National 
Association  for  the  Education  of  Young  Children 
(NAEYC),  the  national  professional  association  for  early 
childhood  educators.  Its  accreditation  process  will  pro- 
vide us  with  an  in-depth  assessment  of  the  quality  of  all 
aspects  of  our  program,  and  this  accreditation  will  give 
the  center  a nationally  recognized  stamp  of  excellence. 
Once  achieved,  accreditation  must  be  renewed  every  two 
years.  The  CSC  is  currently  in  the  "self-study"  phase  of 
this  complex  process.  We  expect  to  request  a validation 
visit  in  the  spring  of  2002.  Achievement  of  accreditation 
at  that  time  will  be  an  additional  positive  factor  that  will 
he  supportive  of  PMC's  scheduled  New  England 
Association  of  Schools  and  Colleges  (NEASC)  accredita- 
tion visit  in  the  spring  of  2003. 


PMC’s  Child  Study  Center 
Needs  Your  Help 


To  improve  the  Child  Study  Center's  physical 
space  and  to  help  with  the  NEAYC  accreditation 
process,  the  Center  is  lauchmg  a fundraising  effort. 


In  1 996,  PMC's  Child  Study  Center  was  renovated 
and  expanded  to  allow  the  program  to  increase 
in  size  from  23  to  39  children  and  to  add  a 
second  classroom  for  Pine  Manor 
students  to  use  as  a learning  site. 
The  first  floor  of  the  building  was 
also  made  accessible  to  individuals 
with  disabilities  by  the  widening  of 
doorways  and  the  construction  of  a 
handicapped  access  ramp. 


Our  current  growth  initiative  is  focusing  on 
improving  our  outdoor  space,  bringing  our 
playground  into  full  compliance  with  current 
national  playground  safety  standards,  and 
upgrading  areas  within  the  Center  to  better 
accomodate  the  children  and  staff. 

To  do  this,  our  plans  include 
the  following: 

• Building  a covered  deck  "rainy  day", 
play  space  adjacent  to  our 
downstairs  block  room 


• Adding  preschool  and  toddler  swings  that 
meet  current  safety  requirements.  We  also 
hope  to  add  a separate  toddler  swing 
structure  that  is  sized  to  meet  their  unique 
needs  and  is  located  out  of  the  bustle  of  the 
preschoolers  main  activity  area. 

• Creating  a rubberized  bike  path  for  our 
wheel  toys  on  the  perimeter  of  the  preschool 
swing  area.  This  will  enable  the  children  to 
achieve  valuable  gross  motor  practice  as 
they  pedal  the  trikes  and  other  wheel  toys. 

• Building  a new  sandbox  with  a retractable 
(kitty  proof)  cover. 

It  is  estimated  that  approximately  $25,000.00 
^ is  needed  for  these  improvements  to 
the  Center.

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Hess  Gallery  Exhibits  Work  of 
Local  & Global  Artists

The  Hess  Gallery  opened  the  academ- 
ic year  in  early  October  with  an  exhib- 
it of  three  artists — Candace  Walters, 
M.f.  Viano  Crowe,  and  John  Crowe, 
entitled  "Sharing  Space."  Walters,  an 
assistant  professor  at  Stonehill 
College,  describes  her  work  as  "put- 
ting together  a puzzle,"  attaching  old 
photographs  and  torn,  recycled  draw- 
ings to  her  paintings.  Viano  Crowe, 
also  an  assistant  professor  at  Stonehill 
College,  begins  her  work  with  photog- 
raphy, then  adds  fragments  of  journals 
or  letters,  old  photographs,  or  llustra- 
tions  from  discarded  publications  to 
create  mixed  media  works.  John 
Crowe's  small-scale  works  on  paper 
belie  their  intense  questioning  of 
nature.  The  size  of  the  work  is  deter- 
mined by  the  size  of  his  pockets — - 
being  created  on  "small  bundles  of 
pages"  that  accompany  him  every- 
where. He  is  an  assistant  professor  at 
the  Massachusetts  College  of  Art. 

The  Gallery  was  fortunate  to  have 
Eiko  Shima,  a visiting  artist  from 
Japan,  display  her  artwork  from  the 
middle  of  October  through  the  end  of 
November.  Shima's  exhibition,  "Color 
and  Shape:  Moments  from  Forest  and 
Sea,"  featured  large  abstractions  that 
combined  contemporary  and  tradition- 
al Japanese  methods  and  materials. 
The  works  are  a tranquil  and  elegant 
homage  to  nature.  Shima  also  gave  a 
calligraphy  workshop,  a Haiku  poetry 
seminar,  a lecture  on  her  own  artwork 
and  her  creative  process,  and  a seminar 
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discussing  Japanese  folktales.  She  and 
her  daughter,  Himi,  who  is  currently 
studying  to  be  an  artist,  resided  on 
campus  during  the  exhibition  and 
were  active  participants  on  the  Pine 
Manor  campus. 

PMC  students  had  an  opportunity  to 
show  off  their  talents  when  the 
Gallery  was  turned  over  to  Guest 
Director,  senior  Katy  Atchison,  for  an 
exhibition  titled  "Unbound  and 
Unencumbered,"  featuring  works  by 
PMC  students.  Atchison  was  in  charge 
of  selecting  the  artwork,  producing  the 
announcement  card  and  flyers,  and 
installing  the  artwork  in  the  gallery, 
with  help  from  other  students.  This 
exhibit  was  on  display  from  the 
middle  of  December  through  the 
beginning  of  spring  semester  2002. 


Spring  2002 

Jane  Goldman,  an  award-winning  water- 
colorist, will  be  showing  "Twenty  Years 
of  Watercolors"  in  the  Hess  Gallery 
during  the  month  of  February.  Goldman 
showed  her  work  more  than  20  years  ago 
in  the  Hess  Gallery,  and  it  should  prove 
instructive  to  view  the  journey  that  she 
has  made  in  her  work  since  then.  She 
will  also  be  the  Nicholson  lecturer  for 
the  Visual  Arts  Department,  discussing 
her  personal  and  her  public  art. 
Goldman  was  the  designer  of  the 
35,000-square-foot  terrazzo  floors  for  the 
walkways  in  Fogan  Airport. 

Susan  Butler,  Assistant  Professor  of 
Photography  at  Pine  Manor  College,  will 
be  showing  her  photographs  of  liquid 
reflections,  shadows,  and  ebbing  surf,  in 
the  spring  (dates  to  come).  Butler  has 
been  on  the  faculty  of  Pine  Manor 
College  for  many  years,  and  this  will  be 
a great  opportunity  for  students  and 
faculty  to  see  her  very  personal  photos. 

The  Visions  of  Green  Community, 
Brookline/  GreenSpace  Alliance,  a local 
organization  that  supports  green  spaces 
for  Brookline,  will  be  back  for  their 
annual  spring  art  exhibition  dedicated  to 
nature.  This  exhibit  is  curated  by  Joanna 
Wexler,  features  local  artists  in  a variety 
of  media,  and  will  run  from  April  14 
through  May  7. 

Finally,  the  academic  year  will  end  with 
the  "Senior  Thesis  Exhibition,"  when 
our  own  seniors  show  their  senior  thesis 
projects,  which  they  have  worked  on 
all  semester.  The  work  displayed  is  a 
culmination  of  their  years  of  study  in  the 
visual  arts,  offering  an  opportunity  for 
the  students  to  explore  their  own  ideas.

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Eiko  Shima — An  Insight

Eiko  Shima,  a noted,  award-winning  Japanese  artist,  spent  the  fall  semester  as  artist-in-residence  at 
PMC,  and  exhibited  a collection  of  her  abstract  paintings,  "Color  and  Shape:  Moments  from  Forest 
and  Sea,"  in  the  College's  Hess  Gallery  from  mid-October  through  the  end  of  November.  She  also 
gave  several  lectures  on  her  artwork,  her  creative  process,  and  the  methods  and  materials  that  she 
uses.  In  addition,  she  worked  with  a number  of  art  classes  and  gave  a reading  of  Japanese  folktales 

to  an  English  class,  comparing  them  with  western  folktales. 

Shima  first  became  acquainted  with  PMC  two  years  ago,  when  she 
went  to  a lecture  by  President  Gloria  Nemerowicz  in  Japan  at  the 
insistence  of  a friend  and  PMC  neighbor,  Atsuko  Fish.  She  was  taken  by 
the  President's  lecture  on  inclusive  leadership  and  decided  then  and 
there  that  she  would  visit  the  College.  The  concept  of  inclusive  leader- 
ship is  closely  related  to  the  artist's  belief  that  "everyone  can  create  his 
or  her  own  world." 

With  unlimited,  spontaneous  ideas,  Shima  develops  her  stmctural 
abstract  paintings  to  express  her  response  towards  such  natural  phe- 
nomena as  wind,  forest,  and  sea.  An  intense,  ten-year,  postgraduate 
study  of  linguistics  has  convinced  Shima  that  the  structure  of  language 
and  the  idea  of  her  paintings  are  in  perfect  harmony.  To  create  her  own 
perspective,  she  allows  her  mind  absolute  freedom,  splitting,  reversing, 
and  restructuring  the  images  that  come  to  her  as  she  strolls  in  various 
natural  settings  to  meditate. 

Shima  believes  that  images  can  change  in  her  mind  because  she  can 
understand  them  and  the  meaning  of  the  words  that  encapsulate  them. 
This  is  one  of  the  basic  concepts  of  her  structural  paintings.  The  many 
layers  in  her  painting  mirror  her  personal  depth.  "I  believe  in  the  mul- 
tiplier effect  between  experience  and  imagination,"  Shima  says.  "Both 
experience  and  imagination  accumulate  as  time  goes  by  and  allow  me 
to  see  the  value  and  significance  of  the  world  that  I find  myself  in." 

Shima  got  her  start  as  an  artist  when  she  was  just  one  year  old  and 
her  father  gave  her  a set  of  paints.  He  was  both  an  otolaryngologist  and 
an  amateur  painter,  and  he  encouraged  her  to  express  herself.  She 
learned  to  paint  without  formal  lessons  or  a teacher,  and,  free  from 
restrictions,  she  cultivated  her  own  independent  style.  She  learned  to 
concentrate,  focus  her  skills,  and  eliminate  distractions.  Shima  main- 
tains that  "if  you  force  yourself  to  be  quiet  and  introspective,  you  will 
gain  enlightenment  in  time." 

"I  paint,  not  only  for  myself,  but  also  for  others,"  Shima  points  out. 
"I  hope  my  paintings  can  be  helpful  to  others  because  I believe  that  art 
transcends  everything  else." 

Shima  matriculated  at  Keio  University,  majoring  in  French  litera- 
ture. At  first  she  thought  she  would  have  to  give  up  her  painting,  but 
soon  she  discovered  that  was  impossible.  Because  she  didn't  have  her  paints  with  her,  she  began  to 
experiment  with  many  different  media  for  color,  including  lipstick  and  shoe  polish.  After  years  of 
trial  and  error,  Shima  developed  her  own  distinct  style,  using  Japanese  pigment,  sumi  ink,  Japanese 
nikawa  glue,  floss  silk,  and  rice  paper  as  materials  to  create  her  abstract  paintings.  She  also 
often  uses  white  and  black  as  metaphors  to  express  her  ideas  of  inner  and  outer  life  and  the 
connection  between  emotions  and  the  natural  world. 

Shima  has  participated  in  international  exhibitions  around  the  world,  and  her  works  have  won 
numerous  awards.  She  is  married  to  Dr.  Naoki  Furuta  and  has  two  children,  a son,  Naoki,  who  produces 
documentaries  for  Japanese  television,  and  a daughter,  Himi,  who  accompanied  her  mother  to  PMC. 

Shima  was  deeply  impacted  by  the  tragedy  of  September  11th,  and  donated  all  monies  received 
from  her  Boston  sales  to  a fund  for  the  victims  and  their  families.

■ On  the  Wednesday  before  Labor  Day, 
more  than  70  faculty  and  staff  gathered 
with  President  Nemerowicz  in  the 
Founder's  Room  to  be  briefed  on  summer 
activities  and  to  prepare  for  the  academic 
year.  Over  the  summer,  PMC  hosted  more 
than  600  ELI  students,  four  summer  camps 
with  more  than  200  campers,  pros  from  the 
Brookline  Country  Club  and  the  FFarvard 
University  Lacrosse  Team,  ten  weddings, 
five  corporate  conferences,  four  corporate 
barbecues,  two  bar  mitzvahs,  a Brookline 
High  graduation  party,  and  a Rotary 
luncheon.  The  computer  system  upgrade 
including  the  installation  of  150  new 
computers  was  completed,  Aramark  won 
the  dining  services  contract,  and  Janiking 
got  the  contract  for  cleaning  and  environ- 
mental services.  Enrollment  had  crossed 
the  400  mark  for  the  first  time  in  12  years. 
President  Nemerowicz  announced 
PMC's  ten  year  evaluation  by 
the  Commission  on  Institutions 
of  Higher  Education  of  the 
New  England  Association  of 
Schools  and  Colleges  (NEASC); 
a Collegewide  self-study  will  be 
followed  by  a NEASC  team's  three 
day  campus  visit  in  March  2003. 


■ Eighty-nine  first-year  students, 
along  with  ten  student  leaders  and 
nine  members  of  PMC's  faculty 
took  part  in  the  Audrey  Stein  First- Year 
Leadership  Retreats.  The  goal  of  these 
exercises  is  to  familiarize  students  with 
PMC's  mission  and  values.

C hanges  in  llw  Biolog}  Program: 


• Revised  the  concentration  in  Allied 
Health  to  be  titled  Premed  and  Allied 
Health  Concentration.  Physics  and  cal- 
culus added  at  students'  request  and  to 
be  more  consonant  with  student  and 
postgraduate  programs'  expectations. 

• Adding  biotechnology  techniques  and 
technology  into  the  curriculum  in 
order  to  reflect  the  growing  changes 
in  biology  and  technology  worldwide.

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Poet  Robin  Becker 
Kicks  Off  Nicholson 
Lecturer  Series

PMC  welcomed  poet  Robin  Becker 
on  Tuesday,  October  9,  for  the  first 
presentation  of  the  '01  /'02  season  of 
the  Anne  P.  Nicholson  '40  Distinguished 
Lecturer  Series.  Armed  with  her  fifth 
collection  of  poems,  Becker  read 
from  The  Horse  Fair,  as  well  as  from 
her  previous  volume,  All  American 
Girl.  Faculty,  students,  and  guests 
filled  the  Founder's  Room  to  listen  to 
Becker,  who  received  the  1996 
Lambda  Literary  Award  in  Lesbian 
Poetry  for  All  American  Girl. 

Associate  Professor  of  English 
Kathleen  Aguero,  who  coordinated 
the  event,  introduced  Becker,  and 
said  that  Becker  was  chosen  to  be 
part  of  the  Nicholson  Series  "because 
of  her  commitment  to  women's  edu- 
cation and  writing."  Becker  is  an 
associate  professor  of  English  and 
women's  studies  at  Pennsylvania 
State  University,  and  is  poetry  editor 
of  The  Women’s  Review  of  Books,  a 
publication  of  the  Wellesley  Center 
for  Research  on  Women.  Becker  has 
received  numerous  awards  and  fel- 
lowships, including  awards  from  the 
Bunting  Institute  at  Radcliffe 
College,  the  Massachusetts  Artists 
Foundation,  and  the  National 
Endowment  for  the  Arts.  Her  poems 
and  book  reviews  have  appeared  in 
the  American  Poetry  Review,  the 
Boston  Review,  the  New  York  Times, 
and  the  Boston  Globe. 

During  her  presentation,  Becker 
touched  on  a number  of  subjects, 
including  anti-Semitism,  suicide, 
and  sexual  preference,  and  yet  she 


managed  to  keep  the  mood  upbeat, 
evoking  laughter  from  the  audience 
frequently  during  the  hour-long  read- 
ing. Using  a variety  of  hand  gestures 
and  loud  tones,  she  spoke  of  her  rela- 
tionship with  her  family,  of  the  abuse 
that  she  and  her  sister  had  suffered  at 
the  hands  of  their  father,  and  of  her 
sister's  eventual  suicide. 

Becker  speaks  candidly  in  her 
poetry.  Unabashedly  she  lets  her 
audience  take  a look  at  memories 
and  feelings  that  most  people  would 
not  reveal  to  strangers.  She  also  incor- 
porates many  of  her  childhood  mem- 
ories of  growing  up  in  Philadelphia 
into  her  works.  In  All  American  Girl, 
Becker  wrote  about  wanting  to  be 
"the  boy  across  the  street,  who  hung 
upside  down  from  a tree  and  didn't 
care  that  his  shirt  fluttered  over  his 
bare  chest."  She  also  remembers 
being  17  and  wanting  to  leave  Phila- 
delphia for  Boston,  "the  city  of  women." 

Taking  its  name  from  a famous 
painting  by  19th  century  French 
artist  Rosa  Bonheur,  The  Horse  Fair 
questions  gender,  religion,  and  the 
position  of  nontraditional  families 
in  society.  With  these  topics,  Becker 
managed  to  gain  her  audience's 
undivided  attention,  and  impress 
them  with  her  point-blank  approach. 

English  Professor  Vera  Kreilkamp 
commented  after  the  reading  that 
"Becker  was  very  good. ..honest,  open, 
and  often  beautiful."

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PROFILE  OF  THE  CLASS  OF  05 


The  140  women  of  the  Class  of  '05  com- 
prise PMC's  largest  first-year  class  in  the 
last  ten  years.  They  have  already  made 
their  mark  on  campus  with  their  enthu- 
siasm, their  willingness  to  join  in  and 
get  the  job  done,  their  sense  of  service, 
their  commitment  to  the  public  good, 
and  their  desire  for  academic  excellence. 

Their  addition  to  the  PMC  commu- 
nity also  brings  the  total  enrollment  of 
the  College  to  more  than  400  FTEs  for 
the  first  time  in  more  than  a decade. 
One  hundred  and  forty  first-year 
students  are  drawn  from  19  states, 
including  California,  Connecticut, 
Colorado,  Florida,  Iowa,  Maryland,  Massa- 
chusetts, Maine,  Michigan,  Missouri, 
New  Hampshire,  New  Jersey,  New 
York,  Ohio,  Rhode  Island,  Texas,  Vermont, 
Washington,  DC,  and  Wisconsin. 

Seventeen  students  come  from  14 
foreign  countries,  including  Ecuador, 
Germany,  Hong  Kong,  Indonesia, 
Jamaica,  Japan,  Kenya,  Korea,  Russia, 
Saudi  Arabia,  South  Africa,  Taiwan, 
Thailand,  and  the  United  Arab  Emirates. 
There  are  also  27  transfer  students  (20 
domestic  and  7 international)  in  the 
first-year  class.  Students  transferring 
to  PMC  come  from  Boston  University, 
Bradford  College,  Bridgewater  State 
College,  Marymount  College,  Mass- 
achusetts College  of  Art,  New  Mexico 
State  University,  and  the  universities 
of  Iowa,  Massachusetts  at  Dartmouth, 
and  Rhode  Island. 

The  class  is  also  very  diverse,  reflect- 
ing the  ethnic  and  racial  mosaic  of  the 
United  States  today.  Seventy  students 
in  the  class  are  white,  40  are  African 
American,  12  are  Hispanic/Latina,  8 are 
Cape  Verdean,  4 are  AsianAmerican,  2 
are  Puerto  Rican,  one  is  an  American 
Indian,  and  13  are  other  or  undisclosed. 
As  already  mentioned,  there  are  also  1 7 
international  students. 

More  than  89  percent  of  the  students 
visited  the  campus  before  deciding  to 
enroll,  and  approximately  18  percent 
have  alumnae  connections,  including 
Elizabeth  Nelson  and  Renee  Wong, 
whose  mothers  attended  PMC;  Leonor 
Mesquita,  Stephanie  Texeira,  and  Alicia 
Thompson,  whose  sisters  attended; 
Kiernan  Jungbacker  and  Natasha 
Kirker-Amata,  whose  aunts  attended; 
and  Justine  Clark,  Vanessa  Fidalgo, 
and  Jacqueline  Geary,  who  have 


cousins  currently  attending  PMC. 
Eighty-three  percent  of  the  students 
are  living  on  campus,  and  74%  are 
receiving  financial  aid,  with  30  on 
academic  scholarships. 

The  students  bring  an  impressive 
list  of  credentials:  several  were  class 
presidents,  peer  mentors,  counselors, 
Web  site  developers,  school  newspaper 
and  yearbook  editors,  team  captains, 
and  academic  and  sports  award  winners. 
One  student  helped  refurbish  play- 
grounds for  low-income  children, 
while  another  works  with  the  Federal 
Emergency  Management  Agency  (FEMA). 
One  student  is  an  ordained  minister 
who  owns  her  own  business,  and 
another  of  her  classmates  is  a success- 
ful professional  fundraiser  for  the 
Make-A-Wish  Foundation.  Several 
years  ago,  one  of  the  students  attended 
PMC's  summer  camp,  Leadership 
Adventure  in  Boston,  and  she  is  the 
first  participant  in  the  camp  to  enroll 
in  the  College.  For  the  first  time  in  years, 
there  is  also  a pair  of  twins  in  the  class. 

The  most  popular  majors  are 
Psychology,  Biology,  Business  Admin- 
istration and  Communications. 


^ Ellison  Foundation  ^ 
Awards  $100,000 


Pine  Manor  College  has  received  an 
unrestricted  grant  from  the  Ellison 
Foundation,  in  the  amount  of 
$100,000.  The  grant  stated  that  the

In  early  November,  the  French  Program  hosted  Pierre  Jules  Marie  Raoul 
Boisdeffre,  French  diplomat,  author,  and  broadcasting,  official,  and  Dantele 
Pironon,  diplomee  de  l'Ecole  du  Louvre  and  a guide  at  the  Louvre,  the  Musee 
d'  Orsay,  and  other  historic  sites  in  Paris.  Ambassador  Boisdeffre  visited  Pine 
Manor  College  because  he  had  heard  that  noted  French  author  Michel  Butor 
had  come  to  the  campus  and  had  lectured  here.  The  French  Program  was 
delighted  because  it  uses  Boisdeffre's  anthologies/  biographies  of  contemporary 
French  writers  in  its  literature  courses.  The  English  Department  also  uses  a 
translation  of  his  book  on  Kafka. 

After  meeting  with  students  in  the  afternoon,  Boisdeffre  was  honored  with 
a reception  in  the  FFess  Gallery.  Japanese  artist  in  residence,  Eiko  Shima,  who 
is  fluent  in  French,  gave  the  ambassador  a personal  tour  of  her  works,  which 
were  on  exhibition  in  the  gallery.  Following  the  reception,  a celebratory  din- 
ner was  held  in  the  Presidents'  Dining  Room.  Professor  Mary  Gegerias,  who 
organized  the  visits,  formally  welcomed  the  ambassador  on  behalf  of  PMC, 
and  he  returned  greetings  on  behalf  of  the  government  of  France.  Those 
attending  the  functions  included  professors  of  French  from  the  University  of 
Massachusetts,  Suffolk  University,  and  Tufts  University,  PMC  faculty,  staff, 
students,  and  several  PMC  alumnae,  former  PMC  President  Rosemary  Ashby, 
and  a number  of  high  school  French  teachers  from  the  greater  Boston  area. 

Daniele  Pironon  was  invited  to  deliver  the  November  Nicholson  lecture, 
which  was  part  of  PMC's  celebration  of  National  French  Week,  in  collabora- 
tion with  the  American  Association  of  Teachers  of  French  (AATF).  A close 
friend  of  PMC  alumna  and  travel  specialist  Nicole  Knight  '95,  Pironon  had 
served  as  guide  for  the  PMC  alumnae  trip  to  Paris  in  February. 

Pironon  met  with  French  Program  students  in  the  afternoon,  giving  a talk 
in  French  entitled  "Les  Secrets  de  Mona  Lisa,"  accompanied  with  slides  from 
the  Louvre  Museum  (See  "A  Student's  Perspective").  Following  the  talk  and  a 
lively  discussion,  a dinner  brought  together  faculty,  local  alumnae,  and  PMC 
friends  Katharine  and  Steve  Kaloyanides,  all  of  whom  had  been  on  the 
February  alumnae  trip  to  Paris. 

In  the  evening,  Pironon  delivered  the  Nicholson  lecture,  "A  Visit  to  Paris's 
Musee  d'Orsay,"  in  English  before  a full  house  in  the  Founder's  Room.  She 
remained  on  the  campus  for  several  days,  visiting  French  and  English  classes.

(Jn  Wednesday,  November  7,  2001, 
students  from  Madame  Gegerias's 
Elementary,  Intermediate,  and 
Advanced  French  Literature  classes 
gathered  in  the  Founder's  Room 
anxiously  awaiting  our  guest  speaker, 
Daniele  Pironon.  I sat  in  the  dimly 
lit  room  not  knowing  what  to  expect 
or  how  much  I would  understand  of 
a speech  that  was  to  be  delivered 
entirely  in  French.  Finally,  alumna 
Nicole  Knight  '95  came  to  the  podium 
with  her  friend,  our  distinguished 
guest,  Daniele  Pironon.  Pironon  is  an 
art  historian  with  a diplome  from  the 
Ecole  du  Louvre. 

Casually  dressed  in  a pantsuit, 
Pironon  took  her  place  behind  the 
microphone  and  quickly  began  speak- 
ing about  the  portrait  of  the  Mona 
Lisa  which  was  projected  onto  a 
screen  on  her  right.  Pironon's  talk 
mainly  focused  on  the  life  of 
Leonardo  da  Vinci  and  the  mystery 
and  fame  that  surrounds  the  portrait. 
She  emphasized  the  fact  that  there  are 
still  questions  regarding  the  model 
used  by  the  artist,  but  emphasized 
that  in  Lrance  the  work  is  called  La 
Joconde  because  experts  believe  that 
it  portrays  a Florentine  Mona  Lisa, 
the  wife  of  Francesco  del  Giocundo. 

After  analyzing  the  famous  portrait, 
Pironon  showed  slides  of  several  other 
paintings  by  Leonardo  da  Vinci  and  she 
compared  and  contrasted  them  with 
the  Mona  Lisa.  A question  and  answer 
session,  also  in  French,  followed. 

Since  I am  only  in  the  Elementary 
Lrench  class,  the  speech  was  difficult 
for  me  to  understand  at  times. 
However,  being  immersed  in  this  expe- 
rience and  in  French  culture  gave  me  a 
much  greater  understanding  of  and 
appreciation  for  the  French  language.

During  World  War  n,  he 
worked  for  Nelson  Rockefeller,  reporting  on  Latin  America.  In 
1949,  he  founded  the  Reporter  magazine,  and  continued  its 
publication  until  1968.  It  was  one  of  the  most  influential  liberal 
journals  of  its  time.

In  late  September, 
at  the  completion 
of  the  largest  tech- 
nology infrastruc- 
ture improvement 
project  that  the 
College  has  seen  since  1994,  Liam  Roche 
joined  Pine  Manor  College  as  Director  of 
Institutional  Technology  with  a special 
mission:  to  translate  that  investment  into 
real  value  for  students  and  the  people  who 
serve  them.  The  Office  of  Institution 
Technology  oversees  the  College's  admin- 
istrative systems,  and  delivers  the  services 
and  support  needed  for  business  and  learning: 
helpdesk,  e-mail,  Internet  access,  Web 
hosting,  as  well  as  lab,  classroom,  and 
office  workstations  and  applications. 

Roche  has  a depth  of  experience  in 
information  technology  and  support  services, 
having  spent  six  years  in  public  service 
with  the  Department  of  Transportation, 
Federal  Aviation  Administration.  As 
manager  of  remote  access  and  thin  client 
technologies  for  the  FAA,  Roche  partnered 
with  management  across  all  organizations 
to  deliver  enterprisewide  technology  solutions. 
He  also  has  several  years  of  experience  as  a 
technical  writer,  Web  developer,  and 
technology  consultant.  Roche  studied 
English  literature  and  technical  writing  at 
Northeastern  University  and  is  a Citrix 
certified  enterprise  administrator. 

"I  am  in  the  unusual,  and  wonderful 
position  of  joining  Pine  Manor  just  as  an 
entirely  new  network  is  being  brought 
online,"  Roche  points  out.  "The  infrastructure 
here  is  the  best  I have  seen  for  an  institution 
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of  this  size.  The  challenge  for  us  is  to  carry 
that  quality  into  every  aspect  of  the  learning 
and  living  experience  at  Pine  Manor.  I have 
been  partnering  with  faculty,  staff,  and 
students  to  define  how  we  accomplish  this." 

Roche  recognizes  the  possibilities  of 
technology  to  empower,  and  sees  his  role  as 
going  beyond  simply  making  things  run 
smoothly. 

"I  had  an  interesting  experience  with  one 
student  in  particular,"  he  recalls.  "I  was 
helping  her  set  up  her  PC  for  Web  access  in 
her  dorm  room.  As  I had  the  PC  opened  up 
on  the  floor  and  was  tinkering  with  it,  I 
noticed  her  craning  her  neck  to  peek  inside. 
She  was  really  very  curious  and  asked  a lot 
of  questions  about  how  things  work  and 
why.  This  land  of  curiosity  is  not  as 
common  as  you  might  think  and  must  be 
encouraged.  Many  bright  and  accomplished 
people  view  technology  with  a bit  of 
suspicion  or  even  contempt — perhaps 
because  they  feel  it  is  somehow  'beyond'  them." 

"By  helping  our  students  experience  how 
logical  and  even  elegant  technology  can  be, 
we  give  little  gifts  of  empowerment,"  Roche 
says.  "When  students  reveal  and  defeat  their 
own  fears,  these  lessons  translate  into 
successes  in  other  aspects  of  life  and  work." 

The  Institutional  Technology  Office  is 
putting  greater  emphasis  on  its  support 
services  and  is  planning  recurring  technology 
workshops  and  orientations.  In  addition, 
Roche  is  working  with  the  Academic 
Computing  Committee,  exploring  ways  to 
further  integrate  technology  and  learning. 

"We  are  finding  ways  to  provide  new 
services  that  assist  in  the  classroom,  like 
dedicated  custom  Web  spaces  for  instructors 
and  students  to  share  documents,  articles, 
discussions,  and  calendars  and  survey  one 
another,"  Roche  continues.  "We  are  also 
consolidating  our  software  and  hardware 
purchasing  to  reduce  costs,  and  we  are 
projecting  our  needs  a few  years  out." 

"In  the  administrative  areas,  our  efforts 
are  focused  on  making  current  systems 
accessible  in  new  ways  and  automating 
processes  wherever  we  can,"  he  points  out. 
"This  allows  the  administrative  staff  to 
devote  more  of  their  talent  and  time  serving 
PMC's  students." 

"The  common  assumption  is  that 
information  technology  is  about  computers, 
cabling  and  software,"  Roche  concludes. 

"I  believe  that  our  role  is  more  about  the 
human  beings  that  interact  with  these 
systems  and  with  one  another.  The 
technology  changes  every  day,  hut  people — 
what  they  do  and  what  they  need — is  at  the 
heart  of  our  work."

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he  campus  boasts  many  rarities  too. 

JL  Among  them  are  the  35-foot-tall 
American  chestnut  next  to  the  gym,  the  white  fir 
in  front  of  the  President’s  office,  and  a thunder- 
cloud plum  cherry  tree  in  front  of  Dane.  Other 
treasures  include  the  gingko  by  South  5,  a 
goldfinch  magnolia  along  the  sicie  of  Ellsworth 
Hall,  and  two  sweetgums,  one  by  the  pond  and 
another,  successfully  transplanted  to  the  front  of 
West  5. 

Plantings  and  landscaping  have  been  carefully 
planned  over  the  years  to  complement  buildings, 
and  as  in  the  construction  of  those,  to  make  use  of 
the  natural  rocks  and  settings  already  in  place. 
Herbert  Jacques  and  Augustus  Rantoul,  of 
Andrews,  Jacques  and  Rantoul  of  Boston  (estab- 
lished in  1885),  chose  the  Richardsonian  style 
when  envisioning  the  Cox  family’s  estate.  Henry 
Hobson  Richardson’s  style  was  famous  in  the  last 
decades  of  the  19th  century,  for  example, 
Boston’s  beautiful  Trinity  Church  in  Copley 


Square.  Rodman  Henry,  Art  History  Professor 
Emeritus,  reports  in  his  architectural  history  of  the 
campus.  Journey  in  Time , that  Richardson  was 
“quick  to  recognize  that  Romanesque  architecture 
echoed  a more  concrete  statement  of  the  stability' 
and  individuality  of  the  age  while  being  more  imag- 
inatively adaptive  to  the  thinking  and  functional  liv- 
ing quality'  of  that  day.”  Jacques  and  Rantoul 
followed  suit  when  designing  the  Cox  estate — 
“particularly  in  the  use  of  materials,  using  those 
which  were  in  natural  abundance  and  readily 
obtainable.”  One  example  is  the  use  of  “pudding 
stone,”  a local  rock  outcropping  in  abundance 
throughout  the  campus,  in  Roughwood’s  (Ferry 
Administration  building’s)  ground  floor. 

Architects  of  later  buildings  maintained  this  same 
harmony  between  old  and  new,  and  so  have  land- 
scapers past  and  present.  John  Blair,  when  he 
retired  after  32  years  as  Grounds  Director,  reports 
that  he  worked  with  the  natural  assets  on  campus, 
allowing  for  growth  while  retaining  what  was  typi- 
cal and  unique  to  the  campus.

/ohn  Hatch  (left),  who  took  over  in  1993  as  Director  of 
Grounds  (after  15  years  on  the  crew),  continues  this  tradi- 
tion, while  adding  his  own  unique  touch.  Examples  of  the  latter 
are  the  beautiful  garden  burgeoning  in  front  of  the  Campus 
Center.  The  “Class  of  1950  Garden,”  endowed  through  the 
generosity  of  Barbara  “Babs”  Koch,  is  a jewel  adorned  with  m 
carpet  roses,  azaleas,  rhododendrons,  ornamental  grasses, 
and  annuals  that  vary  from  year  to  year.  Alongside,  a dolphin 
sculpture  by  Katherine  Tod  Johnstone,  Class  of  1941  (in 
honor  of  her  50th  Reunion),  has  its  own  “beach”  setting. 
And  nearby  shines  the  memorial  garden  planted  by  family  and  ’ 
friends  of  Samantha  Whitcomb,  Class  of  1996.

PMC  Tours  Special  MFA  Exhibit  on  Women  Artists 


A group  of  30  art  lovers  accompanied  by  Assistant  Professor 
of  Art  History  William  Stargard  went  on  an  extensive  tour  of 
the  Boston  Museum  of  Fine  Arts's  current  exhibition  "A 
Studio  of  Her  Own:  Women  Artists  in  Boston  1870-1940"  on 
Saturday,  November  10.  The  group  spent  almost  three  hours 
in  the  museum  taking  in  the  exhibition,  which  provided  an 
interesting  and  enlightening  view  of  women  artists  working 
in  Boston  during  the  late  19th  and  early  20th  centuries.  The 
gradual  rise  of  women  as  professional  artists  during  this  time 
period  serves  as  the  historical  and  cultural  backdrop  to  the 
works  of  art  on  view. 

At  times,  that  rise  was  slow  and  difficult.  Speaking  of  the 
struggle,  sculptor  Harriet  Hosmer  (1830-1908)  said,  "I  honor 
every  woman  who  has  strength  enough  to  step  out  of  the 


beaten  path... strength  enough  to  be  laughed  at  if  necessary... 
(because  of  them)  everyone  who  comes  after  us  will  have  to 
bear  fewer  and  fewer  blows. ..therefore,  I say,  honor  all  those 
who  step  boldly  forward,  and,  in  spite  of  ridicule  and  criticism, 
pave  a broader  way  for  the  women  of  the  next  generation." 

The  exhibition  encompassed  a wide  range  of  artistic 
media,  subject  matter,  and  styles,  and  included  oil 
paintings,  pastels,  windows  in  stained  glass,  designs  for 
book  covers,  pottery,  watercolors,  photography,  sculpture, 
jewelry,  and  needlework  featuring  portraits,  still  lifes, 
landscapes,  and  figural  studies.  Although  most  of  the 
works  are  fairly  conservative,  conforming  to  the  artistic 
dictates  of  their  day,  a number  of  works  reflect  more 
modernist  trends. 
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Eiko  Shima  Hosts  PMC 
Holiday  Gathering  in  Tokyo 

On  Thursday,  December  20,  noted  Japanese  artist  Eiko  Shima, 
her  daughter  Himi  Furuta,  and  US-Japan  Creative  Arts  Fellow 
Brenda  Shaughnessy  hosted  a holiday  gathering  for  PMC 
alumnae  and  students  in  Tokyo  that  included  alumna  Akiko 
Shimada  Gibson  '79  and  students  Yuka  Funabashi  '02, 
Kazuyo  Maruyama  '04,  Yuki  Niino  '04,  Ai  Sato  '04,  Rika 
Song  '03,  and  Sakiko  Tani  '04. 

The  group  met  at  Chinzanso,  walked  through  its  extensive 
gardens,  toured  the  Eisei-Bunko  Museum,  which  features  the 
treasures  of  the  Hosokawa  family,  and  then  strolled  through 
the  typically  Japanese  gardens  of  the  Shin  Eidogawa  Park. 

Later  at  a reception  and  dinner  in  Eiko  Shima's  home, 
Akiko  Gibson  talked  extensively  of  her  days  at  PMC  and  of 
her  current  work  as  a translator  and  tour  guide.  The  students 
asked  many  questions  about  the  hotel  and  hospitality  indus- 
try, career  possibilities,  and  the  application  process. 

Naoki  Furuta,  Shima's  husband,  also  spent  some  time  with 
the  group  reminiscing  about  Boston  and  the  year  that  he  spent 
at  Harvard  as  a visiting  scholar.  The  group  also  discussed 
another  Tokyo  gathering  for  the  summer. 

Eiko  Shima  was  PMC's  artist-in-residence  during  the  fall 
semester.  Her  work  was  exhibited  in  the  Hess  Gallery  during 
the  month  of  November  2001.

ALUMNA PROFILE 

FLORENCE  SIEGRIST  EARL  AO 

If  there's  one  thing  Florence  Earl  can’t  stand,  it's  listening  to  old 
people  complain.  Which  is  nothing  out  of  the  ordinary  until  you 
consider  that  Florence  recently  celebrated  her  91st  birthday. 

“What  gets  me  angry  is  when  people  start  talking  about 
their  ailments  and  illnesses  and  giving  a review  of  all  of  their 
body  parts,”  Florence  emphasizes.  “They  talk  about  their  gall 
bladders,  their  livers,  their  hearts,  and  just  about  everything 
else.  I always  call  it  an  ‘organ  recital.”’ 

And  that’s  why  Florence  conferred  with  her  daughter,  Alison, 
son-in-law,  Timmy,  and  grandchildren  Jesse  and,  Spike,  four 
years  ago  about  jointly  purchasing  a home  on  Boca  Grande 
Island  in  Florida,  and  moving  away  from  the  condo  complex  at 
Charlotte  Harbor  where  she  had  lived  for  more  than  20  years. 

She  wanted  to  spend  more  time  with  her  family,  and,  even  more 
important,  she  wanted  to  be  around  a younger  crowd  of  people. 

Florence  was  born  in  Brooklyn  and  spent  summers  with  her 
family  in  Connecticut.  She  graduated  from  Pine  Manor  College 
in  1 930,  with  an  Associate’s  Degree,  then  spent  a year  at  art 
school.  While  visiting  an  old  friend  at  PMC,  Florence  met  Elmer 
W.  Earl,  Jr.,  at  a rehearsal  for  the  College’s  opera  club. 

The  couple  married  in  1937  and  moved  to  Albany,  New 
York.  When  war  broke  out  in  1941 , Elmer  was  drafted,  and 
Florence  moved  back  to  Brooklyn  to  be  with  her  mother  and 
older  brother.  After  two  years,  they  reunited  and  Elmer 
resumed  his  work  with  the  National  Industrial  Conference 
while  Florence  taught  preschool. 

They  spent  their  winters  in  New  York  and  summers  in 
Connecticut,  until  1974,  when  Elmer  retired.  That  year  they  made 
their  first  trip  to  Florida,  and  bought  a condo  overlooking 
Charlotte  Harbor. 

During  the  next  two  decades,  the  Earls  toured  Great 
Britain  and  Ireland,  Western  Europe,  China,  the  southwestern 
Pacific  Islands  and  Australia,  Alaska,  and  Russia.  They  went 
on  cruises  in  the  Caribbean,  the  Pacific,  and  around  Europe, 
and  spent  more  than  eight  weeks  and  more  than  10,000 
miles  traveling  around  the  United  States. 

When  Elmer  passed  away  in  1 995,  Florence  settled  into 
the  Florida  condo  while  continuing  to  make  regular  trips  north 
to  visit  her  son,  Donald,  his  wife,  Terry,  and  her  grandchildren 
Jaime  and  Terry.  The  familiar  but  slow-paced  life  at  the  condo 
complex  led  her  to  suggest  the  joint  living  arrangement  with 
her  daughter.  The  four  years  since  then  have  passed  almost 
too  quickly,  and  today  Florence  is  even  more  convinced  that 
she  made  the  right  decision. 

“If  I’ve  got  to  be  an  old  lady,”  she  says,  “I  can’t  think  of  any 
place  else  I’d  rather  be.”

Dorothy  McGuire  Swope  '36 

On  Thursday  evening,  September  13,  2001,  noted  actress  and  long- 
time leading  lady  Dorothy  McGuire  died  at  St.  John's  Hospital  in 
Santa  Monica,  California,  at  the  age  of  85.  A star  of  stage,  screen, 
and  television,  McGuire's  acting  career  spanned  more  than  50  years 
and  saw  her  in  featured  roles  opposite  some  of  Hollywood's  leading 
actors,  including  Gary  Cooper  and  Gregory  Peck. 

McGuire  graduated  from  Pine  Manor  College  in  1936,  with  an 
Associate's  Degree.  In  1980,  she  received  Pine  Manor's  first  honorary 
doctorate  degree  and  established  a scholarship  fund  to  be  awarded 
annually  for  the  most  promising  student  in  the  Theatre  Department. 
Over  the  years  McGuire  made  generous  contributions  to  PMC's 
Annual  Fund  and  to  the  special  Fund  for  International  Travel. 

Born  in  Omaha,  Nebraska,  in  1916,  McGuire  made  her  acting  debut 
at  the  age  of  13,  playing  the  title  role  in  A Kiss  for  Cinderella,  oppo- 
site Henry  Fonda,  at  the  Omaha  Community  Playhouse.  Her  lawyer- 
father  wired  her  on  opening  night:  "Let  your  head  touch  the  stars, 
but  keep  your  feet  on  the  ground." 

Shortly  after  graduating  from  PMC,  she  made  her  Broadway  debut  in 
the  original  production  of  Thornton  Wilder's  Our  Town.  She  later 
toured  with  John  Barrymore  in  My  Dear  Children,  moved  on  to  a 
Benny  Goodman  musical  revue,  and  even  modeled  tennis  dresses. 

Brought  to  Hollywood  in  1943,  by  producer  David  O.  Selznick, 
McGuire  made  her  film  debut  in  Claudia,  reprising  a role  she  had 
played  on  Broadway,  and  which  had  earned  her  the  New  York  Drama 
Critics  Circle  Award.  A short  time  later,  she  married  renowned  pho- 
tographer John  Swope,  who  would  be  her  husband  for  more  than  35 
years.  Along  with  fellow  actors  Gregory  Peck,  Joseph  Cotton, 

Jennifer  Jones,  and  Mel  Ferrer,  McGuire  cofounded  the  La  Jolla 
Playhouse  in  1947. 

Among  the  major  movies  that  McGuire  starred  in  were:  A Tree 
Grows  in  Brooklyn,  The  Spiral  Staircase,  Gentlemen’s  Agreement, 
Three  Coins  in  the  Fountain,  Old  Yeller,  A Summer  Place,  The  Dark 
at  the  Top  of  the  Stairs,  Swiss  Family  Robinson,  The  Greatest  Story 
Ever  Told,  Till  the  End  of  Time,  and  Flight  of  Doves.  She  also 
appeared  in  the  TV  miniseries  Rich  Man,  Poor  Man,  and  in  The 
Young  and  the  Restless.  She  retired  from  acting  in  the  early  1990s. 

McGuire  is  survived  by  a son,  Mark  Swope,  of  Los  Angeles,  and  a 
daughter,  Topalina  Swope,  of  Seattle.

r/  came  to  Pine  Manor  College  in  the  fall  of  1980  to 
teach  theatre  and  speech,  and  to  direct  the  fall  and  spring 
productions.  Though  I was  hired  as  a replacement  for 
Professor  Ben  Pegg,  who  was  to  retire  the  following  year, 
Professor  Pegg  remained  on  campus,  teaching  two  sec- 
tions of  public  speaking.  I mention  Professor  Pegg,  not 
only  because  he  was  generous  and  helpful  to  me,  but  also 
because  he  often  talked  glowingly  and  proudly  of  a Pine 
Manor  alumna,  Dorothy  McGuire,  who  became  famous 
and  successful,  first  in  the  theatre,  then  in  movies  and 
television.  Of  course,  I knew  who  Dorothy  McGuire  was,- 
I just  didn't  know  she  was  a graduate  of  Pine  Manor. 

Dorothy  received  her  AA  degree  from  Pine  Manor  in 
1936,  and  by  1938,  she  was  understudying — and  eventual- 
ly replaced — Martha  Scott  in  the  role  of  Emily  in  the 
Broadway  production  of  Our  Town.  Five  years  later,  she 
was  starring  in  her  first  movie,  Claudia,  playing  a role  she 
originated  on  Broadway.  Ben  Pegg  particularly  admired 
Dorothy's  work  in  The  Spiral  Staircase  and  The 
Enchanted  Cottage,  while  I always  favored  her  perform- 
ances in  A Tree  Grows  in  Brooklyn,  Friendly  Persuasion, 
and  especially  Gentleman’s  Agreement,  for  which  she  was 
nominated  for  an  AcademyAward.  She  performed  in  many 
other  movies,  of  course,  and  eventually  appeared  in  many 
television  series  and  made-for-TV  movies  too.  As  an 
actress  she  possessed  great  skill  and  integrity,  always 
serving  the  needs  of  the  role  and  the  script  rather  than 
personal  vanity.  That's  why,  no  matter  what  the  role, 
play,  or  movie,  her  acting  was  always  interesting  and 
believable. 

At  the  end  of  my  first  year  at  Pine  Manor,  President 
Rosemary  Ashby  gave  me  the  opportunity  to  meet 
Dorothy  McGuire.  The  College  had  recently  received 
authorization  from  the  state  of  Massachusetts  to  award 
honorary  degrees,  and  Dorothy  McGuire,  along  with  for- 
mer Pine  Manor  President  Carl  Ferry,  were  to  be  the  first 


recipients.  My  "job"  was  to  meet  Dorothy  at  the  Ritz 
Carlton  and  escort  her  to  and  from  the  campus  for  gradua- 
tion activities.  The  honorary  degree  ceremony  at 
Commencement  was  certainly  her  most  important 
appearance  at  Pine  Manor,  but  she  also  attended 
Convocation  to  present  the  Dorothy  McGuire  Acting 
Award  to  graduating  senior,  Carol  Ann  Brown  Lahut  ('81), 
for  her  performance  in  Paul  Zindel's  And  Miss  Reardon 
Drinks  A Little.  Some  years  before,  Ben  Pegg  had  estab- 
lished this  award  for  excellence  in  acting  in  Ms. 

McGuire's  honor. 

Driving  to  the  Ritz  to  meet  her  for  the  first  time,  I 
was,  admittedly,  a little  apprehensive.  She  was,  after  all, 
a very  big  "star,"  and  I didn't  really  know  what  to  expect. 
What  I discovered,  of  course,  was  that  I needn't  have 
worried.  She  saw  to  it  immediately  that  I felt  at  ease, 
making  our  time  together  very  pleasant  indeed.  We  had 
drinks  together  at  the  Ritz,  dinner  at  the  College,  and 
I provided  her  with  a mini-tour  of  Boston  after 
Convocation.  Our  time  together  was  filled  with  great 
conversation,  but  no  matter  how  hard  I tried  to  focus  our 
talks  on  her  and  her  work,  she  would  always  subtly 
redirect  the  conversation  to  Pine  Manor  and  my 
responsibilities  and  plans  for  our  theatre  program. 

She  was  genuinely  self-effacing  and  enormously 
interested  in  both  the  College  and  me.  When  I admitted 
that  I had  never  been  to  Hollywood  or  Fos  Angeles,  she 
enthusiastically  recommended  that  I make  the  trip,  and 
that  I contact  her  as  soon  as  I arrived.  She  wanted  to 
insure  that  my  visit  would  be  worthwhile  and  fun. 

I look  back  on  meeting  Ms.  McGuire  with  great 
fondness.  She  was,  it  seems  to  me,  one  of  those  excep- 
tional popular  figures  whose  public  persona  and  private 
person  were  exactly  the  same.  Gracious  and  charming, 
warm  and  generous,  Dorothy  McGuire  was  a gifted 
actress  and  more  important,  a wonderful  person.
